WASHINGTON, July 11.—())— 
Business and industry, as represented 
by the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, today unleashed a fu- 
rious and long-forecast assault on the 
President’s tax program. 

It described the plan as destructive, 
confiseatory, and as a “perversion of 
the taxing power” of the federal gov- 
ernment. 

Simultaneously, sarcastic debate 
broke out in the senate for and against 
the President’s idea of bringing a 
“wider distribution of wealth” by put- 
ting stiff taxes on inheritances, in- 
creasing those on gifte and “very 
great” individual incomes, and making 
big corporations pay proportionately 
more than smaller ones. 

Also, there were indications of deep- 
set differences on whether the bill—~ 
not yet drafted, but estimated to raise 
anywhere from $118,000,000 to S901.- 
000,000 a year—should be slapped 
through the house under a “gag” for- 
bidding amendments. 

New rumors, vigorously denied by 
democratic leaders, circulated through 
the capitol that the tax bill would be 
put off until next session. Most dem- 


| cratic chiefs, however, took the po- 


sition that they were “on the spot” 
and would have to go through with 


| the bill. 


Nation-Wide Campaign. 

The chamber, which will explain its 
attitude formally to the house ways 
and means committee Saturday, in- 
stituted its nation-wide campaign by 
sending to 1,500 member organizations 
in every state a report labeling the 
President’s tax plan as one which will 
discourage new business activity and 
retard recovery. 

The report was drafted by the cham- 
her's committee on federal finance. 
No motion of this angle was made 
in the chamber’s announcement, but 
the immediate expectation on Capitol 
Hill was that the wide distribution 
of the critical report would bring a

The navy department sent the des- 
troyer Akikaze from the Yokosuka 
naval base to Shimizu to start the 
relief work. 

The quake, which did damage 
vidionstouk the Shizuoka district, also 
was felt in Tokyo. It did no damage 
here, however, Hamamatsu felt the 
shock heavily, but reported only slight 
damage.

ARMY ‘CRUELTY’ CITED 
IN ‘SUICIDE EPIDEMIC’ 


Paper Charges Harshness Is 
Driving Soldiers to 
Marihuana. 


PANAMA CITY, July 11.—(UP) 
Charges that a “suicide epidemic” at 
Fort Clayton is a result of marihuana 
smaking by. American soldiers “seek- 
ing solace from harsh and crvel treat- 


ment” were made tonight by Nelson 
Rounsevell, in an_ editorial in his 
newspaper, the Panama American. 

Rounsevell demanded investigation 
by the secretary of war of conditions 
at the fort. where four soldiers took 
their own lives during the six-week 
period from May 20 to July 5. Other 
soldiers were said to have attempted 
suicide. 

According to Rounsevell, who did 
not limit his charges to Fort Clayton 
but ineluded other army posts in the 
Canal Zone, “marihuana ean be pur- 
chased along the highway and on trails 
at the very back door of Fort Clay- 
ton” He said that two days ago he 
purchased five pounds of the drug in 
the Canal Zone, within two miles of 
Fort Clayton, and the weed is grown 
on land leased from the Panama 
canal, under American jurisdiction. 

Rounsevell described several army 
officers as “Simon Legrees” and as- 
serted harsh and cruel treatment of : 
enlisted men who must work long 
hours under the tropical sun, drove 
the soldiers to marihuana and even- 
tual suicide.

“If I asked any questions or let on 
like 1 knew what was going on.”

The woman also attributed her

PHA LOAN OF $99,500 


Applications Filed for $2,- 
500,000 Improvements at 
Forts Screven, Benning.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 11.— 
Secretary Ickes today approved a loan 
of $99,500 from: PWA and work re- 
lief funds for improvements to the 
courthouse at Gainesville, Ga. 

Fifty-five per cent of the cost will 
be advanced from old PWA funds 
while the remaining 45 per cent will 
be met with work relief money. 

Meanwhile, it was revealed that 
more than two millions and a half 
dollars will be spent in new buildings 
and improvements at Forts Benning 
and Screven, Ga., if applications filed 
today by the quartermaster general 
of the army with the division of ap- 
plications and information, the works 
Fa jug are approved by the Presi- 
ent. 

For new buildings and improve- 
ments at Fort Benning, $2,307,875 
has been requested, and it is pro- 
posed by the quartermaster general to 
spend the money as follows: 

Personnel garages, $14,000; recon- 
struction of warehouses, $100,000; re- 
construction of locomotive sheds and 
shops, $35.000; public comfort sta- 
tion, $4,000; reconstruction and ex- 
tension of roads, walks, storm. sew- 
ers, pipe lines, railroad tracks and 
electric underground system, $500,- 
000; rehabilitation of buildings, 
plants and utility systems, $640,500; 
hard surfacing new first division road 
for 4 1-2 miles, $135,000; dam across 
Upitoi creek, $350.000: termite con- 
trol, $10,000; improvements to 
grounds, including landscaping, drain- 
age, reforestation, “mosquito and soil 
erosion control, and demolition of 
cantonment structures, $395,000; 
aerial gunnery range, $1,375; water 
system and improvements to pumping 
and filtration plants, $105,000; gas 
storage and distribution system at

PEACH DISEASE FUNDS 


$307,594 Will Come to State 
From Works Fund To 
Aid Growers. 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—Georgia 
will benefit to the extent of $307,- 


594.40 from a blanket allotment of 
$831,568 today approved by President 
Roosevelt to aid in the eradication of 
the phony peach disease. now known 
to be present and rapidly spreading 
in Georgia as well as 12 other south- 
ern states, 

The president approved the allot- 
ment from the four billion works pro- 
gram fund for use by the Department 
of Agriculture upon the recommerda- 
tion of the Division of Applications 
and Information, of which Frank 
Walker is the head. 

According to plant experts of the 
department, the disease is a serious 
threat to the peach growing industry. 
Since 1929, the government has ex- 
pended over half a million dollars in 
attempted eradication. The disease 
has eaused heavy Josses to peach grow- 
ers in Georgia and Alabama, where 
it has been known to exist for sevéral 
years, and has since been found in 
peach growing areas of the Carolinas, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Texas, Missouri, Illinois, 
Florida and Oklahoma. 

Removal of Trees Vital. 

_Near commercial plantings in Géor- 
gia and other affected areas. are wild 
and escaped seedlings which serve as 
uncontrolled centers of infection, de- 
partment officials said. The removal 
of these worthless trees is vital to the 
eradication of the disease in all or- 
chards, and as the owners of the wild 
trees may not be financially interested 
in peach production, the work is best 
carried on by the department in ce- 
operation with the states. 

Removal of the wild trees growing 
in the environs of commercial piant- 
ings does not come within the scope 
of regular projects for phony peach 
eradication, the experts saidy but their 
removal will reduce the cost of annual 
inspection and will simplify control. 

The President and his economic ad- 
visors believe this project lends itself 
readily to the employment of large 
numbers of men from available local 
labor, who without previous training 
or experience can do satisfactory work 
under adequate supervision. A com- 
paratively small proportion of the 
funds will be needed for the purchase 
of supplies and equipment, it was ex- 
plained. 

The bulk of the work will consist 
of locating and removing escaped peach 
trees in woodlands adjacent to or near 
commercial peach orchards and nurs- 
eries, removing abandoned peach trees, 
and in locating and removing peach 
trees infected by the phony disease.

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THE VIRGIN ISLANDS WRANGLE 


It is to be hoped that the inves- 
tigation now being conducted by a 
Senate committee will result in put- 
ting a definite end to the unseemly 
wrangle going on over the admin- 
istration of the affairs of the Vir- 
gin Islands by the Interior Depart- 


ment and Governor Paul M. Pear- | 


son, 

For months Governor Pearson 
has been the target of criticism of 
former assistants in the administra- 
tion of the tslands whom he had 
ousted from their jobs, and the de- 
mands for thorough investigation of 
his conduct of the islands’ affairs 
have resulted only in what have 
been charged as ‘‘whitewash” 
probes. 

With the controversy coming to 


a head ina senatorial investigation | 


marked by increasing bitterness, 
not only between the witnesses on 
both sides, but among members of 
the committee and Secretary Ickes, 
there should be a thorough search 
into the facts in the situation in 
order that the unfortunate and in- 
excusable row be ended and the 
islands be relieved of the confusion 
existing in their governmental af- 
fairs. 

While the islands have two legis- 
lative councils, the fact that some 
of 
others appointed by .the governor 
gives the administration unusual au- 
thority. St. Thomas has an area of 
28 square miles and a population 
of 9,834, St. Croix an area of 84 
Square miles and a population of 
11,413, and St. Jan an area of 20 
miles and 765 inhabitants. 

St. Thomas and St. Jan have a 
combined legfslative council of 16 
members, of which the governor 
appoints four, and St. Croix a coun- 
cil of 19 members, of which the 
governor appoints five. The coun- 
cils meet one day in every other 


month, except when called in spe-. 


cial session by the governor, 

The: franchise is closely re- 
stricted, only men 25 years of age 
and over, and with an income of at 
least $300 a vear, being permitted 
to vote. The governor is appointed 
by the President and must be ap- 
proved by the senate, and holds of- 
fice at the pleasure of the Presi- 
dent. 

From 1917, when the islands 
were acquiréd by the United States 
by purchase from Denmark, to 
1931, thev were administered by 


the Navy Department, but in Feb-— 


‘ruary of the latter year they were, 
by executive order of President 
Hoover, transferred to the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and their ad- 
ministration became civil, Dr. Pear- 
son then being named as governor 
and remaining in office under the 
Roosevelt administration. He is a 
republican*and a citizen of Pennsvyl- 
vania. Six department heads form 
the governor's cabinet. 

When the islands were taken over 
by the United States the popula- 
tion, of which more than threce- 
fourths were of colored or mixed 
blood, was largely illiterate and liv- 
ing were bad Under 
our social: and economic 
conditions have been vastly im- 
proved. ;

LITERATURE THE LOSER 


American literature loses two of 
its most able members in the 
deaths of Ray Long, the developer 
of numerous writers of interna- 
tional prominence, and Richard Earl 
Walker, associate editor of the 
Chattanooga Times, both of whom 
took their own lives rather than 
face the prospect of inability to 
continue their work on the high 
plane that had brought them de- 
served recognition. 


Ray Long had for many years 
been a writer and magazine editor 
of national prominence, his name 
being a familiar one to the readers 
of such publications as the Cos- 
mopolitan magazine, of which he 
was editor for many years, and 
Collier’s Weekly, to which he was 
a regular contributor. 


As an editor he exhibited a rare 
ability to recognize budding genius, 
and a dozen or more of the most 
successful fiction and comment 
writers of today owe their start to 
the encoufagement he gave them. 
Few men have been as universally 
beloved by the members of the lit- 
l‘erary fraternity in America. 


As an associate of Lalpsley G. 
| Walker, veteran editor-in-chief of 
the Chattanooga Times, to whom 
he was not related, Richard Earl 
Walker had become widely known 
throughout the south for his vig- 
orous style of writing, and his sui- 
cide is attributed to ill health, which 
for many months he had felt had 
‘brought about a decrease in the 
quality of his work. 


American literature loses two 
useful contributors in the deaths 
of these two writers who were not 
willing to face the prospects of 
lessened service to the profession 
in which in their physical prime 
they had won wide recognition. 


PEACE IN THE BALKANS 


The prospect for continued peace 
in the Balkans, trouble spot of Eu- 
‘rope for many centuries, is strength- 
ened by the settlement of the dif- 
ficulties that have threatened the 
proposed Danubian conference, ac- 
| cording to Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs Titulescu, of Rumania, who is 
also’ president of the little entente 
| group of nations. 

In pledging that the little entente 
will co-operate with France, Italy 
and the Balkan entente in the for- 
mation of a Danubian pact to guar- 
antee the indepedence of Austria, 
Titulescu. in a recent statement 
expressed the opinion that ‘‘no 
Other pact would be more success- 
ful in maintaining the general peace 
for an independent Austrian state 
/so essential to the tranquillity and 
security of Europe.” 
| In a further effort to prevent 
| war, Titulescu in deploring the rate 
‘at which Europe is rearming urges 
that “each country come out open- 
‘ly with the unequivocal statement 
that it will throw its whole weight 
‘and power against an aggressor; the 
nations must realize that it is easier 
and cheaper to make such a frank 
‘statement than it is to make war.” 


The statement of the influential 
Rumanian diplomat has a direct 
‘bearing on the increased belliger- 
lency of Italy toward Ethiopia. Mus- 
‘solini moved slowly and carefully 
while condition’ in central Europe 
remained unsettled and while the 
proposed Danubian pact seemed 
headed for failure, but as it became 
‘clear that Italy’s front door was in 
‘no danger from an explosion among 
her northern neighbors, the ship- 
ment of troops and ammuntion to 
Africa assumed warlike proportions. 

The joint interest of Italy and 
France in the middle European na- 
tions is largely responsible for the 
willingness of the Paris government 
to hold aloof in Africa, despite the 
fact that French interests on the 
dark continent will probably not be 
benefited by an Italian protectorate 
over Ethiopia.

I talked to Walt Disney in his bed- 
room among the unpacked steamer 
trunks. It was the only way. to’ see 
him without the mouse—and the mul- 
titude. His sales manager took me 
there first, secretly, through back 
passages, with the air of a conspira- 
tor. “Wait here,” he whispered, “and 
don't tell anybody. I'll fetch Walt.” 
Furtively and heaven knows with 
what excuse, he slipped inte the mob 
and fetched him. 

We sat on the edge of the dressing 
table and I asked Rim about the birth 
of the -fouse. How did he come to 
be created? 


“Sheer necessity, I guess,” he an- 
swered. “Times were bad and I had 
to do something. My first series of 
cartoons, Aiive in Cartoonland, had 


been abandoned after five years’ work. 
I had lost my second series, Oswald 
the Lucky Rabbit, after a raw busi- 
ness deal, and I was going back to 
Hollywood with nothing in prospeet.

According to the current news bu- 
reau report a physician has developed 
an extract of the duodenum (the few 
inches of alimentary tract beyond the 
stomach) which promises to serve the 
purpose of insulin at a lower cost than 
the diabetes victim has to pay for 
the patented medicine. 

In the old days when the medical 
profession accepted the spirit of 
medical ethics a doctor who sought 
to monopolize a new remedy was os- 
tracized. ‘Today it is the regular game 
to get a patent on anything if you 
can, and by setting aside a fair per- 
centage of the take for medical re- 
search you cau still —_ your stand- 
ing in the profession or keep the good 
will of the vrofession. 

Many iaymen have no clear concep- 
tion of the weaning of “patent medi- 
cine.” I regret to find that Noah 
Webster shares the popular misunder- 
standing in Lis 1934 dictionary. What 
people commonly call “patent medi- 
cine” is not patented, of course, but 
only a proprietary product for which 
the owner has a name or trademark 
“registered United States patent of- 
fice’ so that no one else may appro- 
priate the name or trademark: but 
the formula of the medicine is not 
patented or protected in any way— 
anyone may rrepare or sell the same 
formula provided he does not use the 
trade name for it. A patent cannot 
bt: obtained fer 0 medicine unless the 
applicant can show that the medicine 
is an actual improvement or a dis- 
covery of value. Few medicines the 
layman can tuy or use on his own re- 
sponsibility are patented, for that very 
reason. Practically all so-called “pat- 
ent medicines” are merely proprietary 
'products, moze or less familiar old 
‘concoctions sold under a trademark. 
' I am curious to learn whether the

HOLLYWOOD 
IN PERSON 


By ERNST LUBITSCH. 


(Ernst Lubitsch, most famous of 
Hollywood's directors and now pro- 
duction head of Paramount studio, 
discusses some of the stars he has 
worked with through the years 
‘ick substituting for Mollie Mer- 
rick. 


HOLLYWOOD, July 11.—In dis 
cussing the prominent stars I have di- 
rected during a period covering some 
20 years, I must be careful not to say 
things which the inborn yanity in film 
artiste may resent—and perhaps with 
good cause. The subject of compari- 
sons must be treated with greatest 
delicacy and truth because the per- 
sons involved are tremendously im- 
portant and I wouldn’t want to hurt 
their feelings. So I shall try to tell 
you what each of these prominent 
artists meant to me as a director, and 


to the finished picture. 

The first great estar I directed was 
Pola Negri, in “Gypsy Blood.” She 
brought so-called foreign temperament 
to the screen, and I believe that this 
was nothing but a glorious bit of 
showmanship. But she was one of the 
most vital persons I have ever known, 
combining those important requisites 
—natural color (the art of being talk- 
ed and written about) and my as 
developed and sensitive artistic in- 
stinct. 


Next came Adolphe Menjou and 
Florence Vidor in “The Marriage Cir- 
cle.” Menjou may go down in mo- 
tion picture history as the best-dressed 
man on the screen, but I like to think 
of him as something more important 
than that. It was he who proved in 
pictures that it was possible to dress 
as a gentleman and atill win au- 
diences. Before this, all superlatively 
well-dressed men were typed as screen 
villains or cads, just as all fat actors 
were comedians. 


Then came Pauline Frederick in 
“Three Women.” This artist was a 
sensitive performer from the stage; a 
complex emotional character who was 
one of the most co-operative and tol- 
erant actresses in this business. 


After that, I directed Ronald Col- 
man and Irene Rich in “Lady Win- 
dermere’s Fan.” I remember remarke 
ing at the time that Mr. Colman was 
one of the most charming and cultured 
men I was ever associated with, and 
I am happy to know that his pleasant 
voice and manners have remained in 
Hollywood. Miss Rich was a prac- 
tical professional actress, and I know 
of no finer tribute to pay her. 

Ramon Novarro, Norma Shearer 
and Jean Hersholt were with me in 
“The Student Prince.” ‘There is very 
little I can say about these players 
that hasn’t been repeated time after 
time. Mr. Novarro is still a pursuet 
of dreams; Miss Shearer was with 
me in the days before she acquired 
two children and sophistication, and 
pena her calm and temperate views 
of people. She is still the same. Jean 
Hersholt is one of the finest character 
actors I have known. 


John Barrymore, whom I directed 
in “Eternal Love,” was at the time 
one of the wittiest and most generally 
accomplished men in motion pictures, 
A coiner of choice epigrams, a graphie 
artist of note and an equally good 
composer and writer, he was then 
perhaps the most brilliant actor on 
the American stage or screen. Sup- 
posediy temperamental and hard to 
get along with, he gave less trouble 
than most players associated with me, 

“The Patriot” brought Emil Jan- 
nings and Lewis Stone under my di- 
rection. It was the firet time I had 
worked with Jannings. although we 
were close together at Ufa. Jannings, 
is one of the greatest natural actors 
who ever came into films, and I say 
this realizing how broad a statement 
it is. There is nothing in acting he 
didn’t know; no part he couldn't play 
as well or better than anyone else, 
And there was never a role too small 
for him if it was interesting. Lewis 
Stone had many of the same quali- 


ties.

PROCESSING TAX SUITS 
TO BE HEARD AT MACON 

MACON, Ga., July 11.—(4)—Four 
suits attacking the constitutionality of 
the processing tax feature of the Agri- 
culture Adjustment Act are set for 
hearing in United States district court 
here tomorrow. 

The suits, brought by three Au- 
gusta concerns, specifically ask that 
the federal government be permanent- 
ly enjoined from collecting processing 
taxes on cotton and hogs. 

The Enterprise and Sibley Cotton 
mills, both of Augusta, and the Ac- 
worth Cotton mills in their action as- 
sail the cotton tax and L. Scharf & 
Company, of Augusta, the tax on hogs. 
All were granted temporary injunc- 
tions when their petitions were filed 
and the four hearings will be consoli- 
dated into one. 

In Atlanta, W. E. Page, Georgia 
collector of internal revenue, said if 
a permanent injunction is granted in 
the Acworth Cotton mills -case, he 
would suspend collection of the cotton 
tax in the state and await instruc- 
tions from Washington or a ruling 
by the United States supreme court.

FAVORS EAST IN RATES 


Freight Cost Renders Geor- 
gia’s Wealth Worthless, | 
Says Chairman. 


Charging that the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission upholds high freight 
rates to “protect eastern industry,” 
Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit, of the 
Georgia Public Service Commission, 
yesterday issued a statement in which 
he launched a new attack on the I. 
C. C. order of Tuesday canceling an 
intrastate freight rate reduction in 
Georgia and asserting the fight for 
lower freight rates “has just started.” 

The Wilhoit statement came as At- 
torney-General Yeomans and his as- 
sistants studied the I. C. C. order 
with a view of contesting it in the 
federal courts. 

Wilhoit declared high freight rates 
are stifling Georgia industry, claim- 
ing the marble, kaolin and paper pulp 
industry are suffering heavily. 


Wilhoit Statement. 
In the statement he said: 


“The Georgia commission is con- 
vineed that the continuation of high 
rates within southern territory is 
stifling the business of the carriers 
and preventing them from receiving a 
fair return on their property used in 
performing the service, that the cost 


ito perform the service is less within 


the south than in the east, and the 
southern people are less able to pay 
the 37 per cent additional rate burden 
On 
these facts we can see no justification 
for continuing the high rates in the 
south and in Georgia. 

“There are millions of dollars of 
potential wealth in the south. For 
instance, it has been estimated that 
the value of the marble deposits in 
north Georgia are 32 billion dollars. 
Yet under present freight rates we 
are unable to transport this marble 
to market on a competitive basis and 
while still unquarried this 32 billion 
dollars of potential wealth is dormant.

Millions To State, Says Weltner 


Every Georgia Farmer Will Benefit Under Plans of New 
Federal Activity, Regional Director Declares. 
Removal to Athens Considered. 


Every Georgia farmer will be di- 
rectly benefited by the operations of 
the Rural Resettlement Administra- 
tion and millions of dollars will be 
added to their purchasing power, ac- 
cording to Philip Weltner, regional 
director of the RRA, 

Working in close co-operation with 
the Agricultural Extension Service, 
an expansive program is being work- 
ed out Under this program farmers 
on sub-marginal lands will be enabled 
to move to more profitable farms: 
community depots will be established 
so farmers will be able to avgil them- 
selves of heavy farm machinery and 
blooded livestock for breeding pur- 
peses; difersification of crops will be 
encouraged so farmers will raise more 
than one “money” crop; and crop 
yields will be increased while operat- 
ing expenses are cut. 

In announcing the program

COUNTY PROBE TODAY 


Longino Charges “Political 
Employment Racket” to 
Majority Faction. 


: Charges that the majority faction 
is running a “political employment 
racket” were made yesterday by 
Commissioner George F. Longino. as 
figures revealing that county salaries 
have been raised $192,000 a year were 
compiled on the eve of the grand jury 
investigation into county affairs. 

A probe to determine whether or 
not the pay roll is loaded with “para- 
sites” and whether county money is 
being spent wastefully and extrava- 
gantly will be started at 10 o'clock 
this morning, when the grand jury, 
headed by George W. McCarty, makes 
its plans for the investigation. 

Salary increases totaling slightly 
more than $16,000 a month have 
been put in effect by the board of 
commissioners this year, a check of 
the records as of December 1, 1934, 
and June 1, 1935, revealed. 

Commissioner Longino charged that 
the majority faction of the board 
showed “decided political favoritism” 
in the increases. He said deserving 
workers were hiked from 2 1-2 to 5 
per cent but that “political favorites” 
got raises amounting to 15 per cent. 

“It’s just a political employment 
racket now,” said Longino. The com- 
missioner delayed a fishing trip for a 
day to study the situation. He said 
the figures showing 40 employes add- 
ed in 1935 and 69 for the year of 
1984 were a camouflage to obscure 
the real purpose of the investigation 
which he demanded that the commis- 
sion request of the grand jury. 

Dr. C. R. Adams, chairman of the 
board, declared the probe will reveal 
not a single thing out of order. He 
said Wednesday all the employes 
hired this year have important work 
to do and will so testify to the grand 
jury. 

A mass of data has been turned 
over to Foreman McCarty and will 
in the investigation.

GEORGE ATTACKS AAA 
FOR BAN ON TAX SUITS 


Extension of Cotton, Tobacco 
Clauses Okayed; Vote 
Sought for Today. 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—(7)— 
Administration efforts to block farm 
processing tax suits were assailed as 
“tyranny” and “dishonesty” by Sena- 
tors Borah and George today. 


Scarcely a murmur of discussion 
attended approval of amendments to 
the AAA bill extending for another 
year the cotton and tobacco control 
acts. 

Senator Smith, democrat, South 
Carolina, in charge of the bill, said 
there was’ no justice in permitting 
processing companies or others to sue 
for recdvery of fixed taxes by Secre- 
tary Wallace. But Smith was star- 
tled when confronted with a section 
in the eomplex measure denying all 
persons the right to go to court to 
restrain collection in the future of 
processing taxes prescribed under the 
act. 

Senator Borah introduced amend- 
ments to strike out of the bill both 
the sections denying tax recovery 
suits and the section blocking future 
injunction actions against the taxes. 
Then he proposed eliminating a third 
| section legalizing all processing taxes 
heretofore applied by the secretary 
of agriculture, 

Smith vehemently insisted the proc- 
essors in most cases had already 
passed on the tax to consumers or 
had deducted it from prices paid the 
growers. But Borah countered that 
some no doubt had been unable to 
do so and now would be denied the 
right of courts to determine whether 
the tax itself is legal. : 

“Can you go out,” he asked, “and 
take property illegally from a citizen 
(by taxes) and then come and declare 
it was legal? 

“That is the very essence of tyran- 


ny. 
“That would be dishonest,” added 
Senator George, 

Both Borah and George conceded 
it would be proper to permit the gov- 
ernment in such tax suits to prove 
the tax had heen passed off by the 
processor either upon the grower or 
cohsumer as a defense against dam- 
age suits. 

Concluding the day’s debate, Smith 
appealed for a vote on the AAA bill 
by tomorrow night.

“Consequently, you probably 
read “The House of Trujillo” 
when it appeared serially a short 
time ago in the Post.

Heat weary midwesterners heard 
cheering news from the weatherman 
that it might be cooler today.

A. M. Hamrick, 
meteorologist, said today might see a 
slight respite, but no permanent re- 
lief was forecast.

had a new maximum of 103.
